Monfieur de Cafcado is arriv'd 
here, to command the French Troops in the 
room of the Marquis d’ Avarai, who has re- 
ceiv'd Order from. the moft Chrittian King to 
go to Spainto ferve under the Marf. de Theile. 
Our Viceroy has order’d a Troop of Horfe to 
march to the Frontier of the Eccleitattical 
State, there to receive the Marquis de Bed- 
mar Viceroy of Sicily, and attend him hicher. 
The Trees about the Caftle of St. Elmo are 
ordered to be cut down, that the Country 
may be the more expos'd to the Cannon of 
that Place. A-few days ago one of our Citi- 
zeus having kiil'd his Wife in a jealous Fir, 
took Sanctuary in a.Monaltry ; but being af- 
terwaids convinced of her Innocence, he 
hane’d himfelf. A Troop of Banditi has com- 
mitted feveral Roberies lately about Capua, 
but fome of them have been taken, and the 
Officers of Juftice are in purfuit of the rett.
